He Urges Emergency

Deficiencies in Missouri’s 
state mental hospitals “are so 
alarming that emergency cor- 
rective measures are indi- 
cated,” Dr. Addison M. Duval, 
hew director of the state’s Di-j 
vision of Mental Diseases, said 
here last night. 

He spoke before the St. Louis 
Society of Neurology and Psy- 
chiatry at John J. Cochran 
Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital in his first public appear- 
ance here since being named to

the directorship last March. 

Dr. Duval, now assistant 
superintendent of St. Eliza- 
beth’s Hospital, Washington, 
D.C., will assume his new duties 
next April. In the meantime he 
is serving as consultant to the 
Missouri Mental Health Com- 
mission. 

Improvement Program. 

In his talk he outlined both 
a long-term and a short-term 
improvement program for the 
state hospitals, but emphasized 
that short-term planning must 
receive first attention because 
of present conditions. 

He listed the following four 
“great needs” of the hospitals 
for immediate fulfillment: 

1. Improvement of hospital 
professional staffs in both 
quantity and quality. 

2. Improvement of present 
hospital management opera- 
tions. 

3. Reduction of the num- 
ber of patients, particularly 
among the aged. 

4. Establishment of iréat- 
ment centers for mentally ill 
and emotionally disturbed 
children. ‘ 
Two Paid With Their Lives, 

Dr. Duval said in an inter- 
view the problem which au- 
thorities ad with Donald 
Cox, 23-year-old mentally re- 
tarded porter who faces man- 
slaughter charges in St. Louis 
county, points up the need in 
this state for adequate mental 
facilities and adequate treat- 
ment for such persons. 

Cox has admitted drag racing 
on the Daniel Boone Express- 
way in Ladue last Sept. . 22 
when his automobile crashed 
into the rear of another ma- 
chine. Mr. and Mrs. Roy D. 
Ellis, 8922 Lawn avenue, Brent- 
wood, were killed in the crash 
and their automobile was 
burned. Cox was only slightly 
hurt. 

Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, superin- 
tendent of St. Louis County 
Hospital, said he had been ex- 
amining Cox “off and on” for 
six years and knew him to be 
a mental case. He said Cox 
had an I.Q. of 59, which placed 
him in the imbecile classifica- 
tion. However, Dr. Lohr was 
unable to get“him into a state 
institution because of over- 
crowding and legal restric- 
tions. 

Dudley Dunlop, assistant 
prosecuting attorney in the 
county, said his office did not 
know until a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter made inquiry yesterday 
that Cox was mentally retard- 
ed. No report of his condition 
had been made to Dunlop, he 
added. 

Concerning the prosecution 
of Cox on the manslaughter 
charges, Dunlop said his of- 
fice, in the light of this new 
knowledge, would have to give 
it some thought and study.” 

Recruiting Scientists. 

Discussing professional staff 
in his talk last night, Dr. Duval 
pointed out that psychiatrists, 
clinical psychologists and other 
personnel “are all in scarce 
supply both locally and na- 
tionally,” but that they can be 
obtained “if salaries are com- 
petitive and a stimulating work 
climate is established which in- 
cludes teaching and research.” 

“A very active, efficient re- 
cruitment program which tells 
the story of Missouri’s determi- 
nation to march forward in 
mental health will be a first 
necessity to success,” he as- 
serted. 


On hospital management, he 
said the “lack of overall inte- 
gration and correlation of the 
operations of the hospitals has 
resulted in each dedicated 
superintendent and his staff 
trying to “go it alone.” Such 
plan is, of course, highly in- 
efficient as well as confusing 
to state officials, the General 
Assembly and the people. 


“Immediate steps to inte- 
grate and correlate all institu- 
tional management operations, 
both medically and administra- 
tively, should greatly improve 
this unfortunate situation. Mod- 
ern management methods with 
centralized statistical controls 
will point the way to improved 
economy in operations even in 
an expanding program for 
these state institutions.”

methods must be developed to 
solve the problem of patients 
who, “as treatment failures, are 
permitted to stay on indefinite- 
ly as chronic patients. The pa- 
tients are both young and old, 
but the aged group ‘s sharply 
on the increase. 

“There now seems little 
doubt that the creating of ex- 
tended dependency habits in 
these patients serves to in- 
crease their invalidism to the 
point where they not only lose 
their urge to leave the hospital 
but also fear the responsibil- 
ity of normal family and com- 
munity life. 

“We must find ways of pre- 
venting such invalidism. Part 
of the problem lies in the at- 
titude of the hospital staff 
toward newly admitted pa- 
tients. We act as if all patients 
will be long-term patients in- 
stead of the reverse. Our an- 
tiquated commitment laws 
seem to say the patient is 
being ‘put away’ for good. 

“I believe that mental hos- 
pitals should emphasize im- 
mediate rehabilitation rather 
than chronic invalidism. Many 
patients can live in the com- 
munity rather than in the hos- 
pital even if they are not fully 
recovered if we prepare the 
way for this to happen. What 
help this would be to our over- 
crowded state hospitals! But it 
has to be carefully worked out 
as a part of a broad program 
of mental health.” 

Out-Patient Care. 
Another aid in solving this 
problem will be developing 
nursing home and family broad- 
ing arrangements for patients 
whose families cannot care for 
them, and also development of 
adequate out-patient clinics, he 
said. 


“The fourth great need, and 
possibly the most urgent,” he 
continued, is “treatment cen- 
ters for mentally ill children.” 
Missouri’s juvenile court law 
“seems to have gotten ahead 
of the development of clinical 
psychiatric services for chil- 
dren, with resulting confusion 
and dissatisfaction on the part 
of all concerned,” he went on. 


“It would appear that the 
Division of Menta] Health has 
a clear mandate to develop 
some services for psychotic 
children in the state hospitals.” 
Also needed are additional 
residential treatment centers 
for emotionally disturbed chil- 
dren who are not psychotic, he 
added. ? 

“Much ‘careful thought and 
consideration should be given 
to establishment of psychiatric 
services for children at both 
state and local levels, so there 
will be no duplication of effort 
or costly mistakes in plan- 
ning,” he said. 

Long-Term . Objectives. 
Touching on the long-term 
mental health program, Dr. 
Duval mentioned as goals the 
expansion of out-patient clin- 
ics, development of education 
and training for the profes-

Status Quo in the Strait 


If Secretary Dulles went to Formosa to talk 
Chiang Kai-shek into making some gesture of 
withdrawal from the coastal islands, he came 
home with very little to show for his trouble. 

So far as the official statement indicates, 
any talk of reducing the Quemoy garrison 
was abandoned when the Communists re- 
sumed their bombardment. Newsmen learned 


on “good authority” that Chiang agreed to 


“consider” a reduction if and when the shell- 
ing stops again. But there is nothing to that 
effect on the record, and it would not mean 
much if there were. 

The press reports of a sharp disagreement 
during the talks may be more significant, 
even though officially denied. Clearly, Chiang 
is not going to make any kind of withdrawal 
from the coastal islands except under ex- 
treme pressure from the United States, and 
there is no evidence that Mr. Dulles has yet 
applied such pressure. 

All that the Secretary won, by way of con- 
cession from Chiang, was a half-hearted re- 
nunciation of the use of force as the “princi- 
pal means” by which the Nationalists might 
return to the mainland. In exchange for 
this, he signed a nonsensical recognition of 
Chiang’s regime as the “authentic spokes- 
man” of “the hopes and aspirations enter- 
tained by the great mass of the Chinese peo- 
ple,” and renewed his fuzzy commitment to 
defend Quemoy, as being closely related to 
the defense of Formosa “under the present 
conditions.” 

So Chiang won most of the points so far as 
the public record goes. People of optimistic 
temperament can hope that after thus allow- 
ing him to save face Mr. Dulles may quietly 
press for some measure of disengagement. 
But we shall believe it when we see it. As 
of now, Mr. Dulles has done no more than re- 
affirm the status quo—a dangerous status 
quo, a senseless and in, the long run an un- 
tenable status quo. 

This leaves it up to the Chinese Commu- 
nists to decide what degree of war risk shall 
be created in the Formosa strait, and permits 
some Nationalist hothead or pure chance to 
create additional risks over which our Gov- 
ernment has no control. The optimistic can 
hope that the Communists will exercise due 
restraint. But realists would prefer to keep 
the key to peace or war in our own hands. 

Is it not humiliating that the greatest power 
in the free world finds itself so entangled in 
foolish commitments and confusion that it 
can be pushed around by a dependent exiled 
warlord like Chiang? When so small a tail 
can wag so mighty a dog, is it not indisputable 
that something is totally wrong with our di- 
plomacy? Our national interest and the cause 
of world peace demand a diplomacy which, 
while defending Formosa until its future is 
settled by international agreement, disen- 
gages American military power from the 
coastal islands and disengages American pres- 
tige from a declining Chiang Kai-shek govern- 
ment. Mr. Dulles made little perceptible prog- 
ress toward these goals in Taipeh, but they 
remain the most sensible objectives of Ameri- 
can ‘policy. 


A Book for Every Town 


In the next few months thousands of 
school board members all over the country 
will be planning new buildings and otherwise 
expanded educational facilities to accommo- 
date the onrush of the school population. A 
good investment for virtually every board 
would be a copy of “Schoolhouse,” a hand- 
some book of pictures and text and charts 
about new school construction in wideawake 
communities throughout the country. 

Edited by Walter McQuade, Cornell gradu- 
ate and member of the American Institute of 
Architects and published by Simon and 
Schuster, New York, the book is a public 
service undertaken three years ago by the 
Aluminum Company of America. And it is a 
public service. Supported with the consulta- 
tions of a list of educators at differing levels 
as well as noted school architects, it takes up 
everything from how to determine a commu- 
nity’s needs a decade hence to the lighting 
and acoustics and equipment of a new build- 
ing. Many of the drawings are comical and 
some of the writing is amusing. The illustra- 
tions, many in color, are inspirations in them- 
selves. 

Each public librarian would do well to 
order a copy of “Schoolhouse” and invite 
the president of the local Board of Education 
to be its first reader. From then on it ought 
to have a waiting list. 


After 13 Years 


Today’s thirteenth anniversary ends an- 
cther productive year for the United Nations. 
World peace was kept. In many a lesser prob- 
lem international effort led to better under- 
standing and living conditions. 

No doubt the U.N.’s year will be best re- 
membered for the Lebanon civil war, which 
prompted Secretary Dulles to charge “indi- 
rect aggression” and to send in American 
troops. U.N. observers found little evidence 
of real outside aggression. The General As- 
sembly’s special session suddenly found a 
bridge over the supposedly impassable chasm 
between East and West—a bridge created by 
the Arab states themselves. Their Middle 
East peace proposal solved the impossible by 
an 80 to 0 vote. 

For the other end of U.N.’s scale, we cite 
a small event in Japan. Near Tokyo the 
neighborhood children showed considerable 
hostility to the small patients of a crippled 
children’s hospital. The U.N. Children’s Fund 
solved this problem with a television set, 
which united the children inside and outside 
the hospital. 

Considering the U.N.’s record, in Korea and 
the Suez and in innumerable crises and prob- 
lems, it is no wonder that nations great and 
small, from Communist China to newly-inde- 
pendent French Guinea, would make U.N. 
membership a major goal. And yet, inevitably, 
the U.N.’s disagreements and vetoes gain 
more attention than its positive votes and ac- 
complishments. 3 

The U.N.’s impatient critics should recall 
how the Charter was written 13 years ago. 
The Brooking’s Institution’s new book, “A 
history of the United Nations Charter,” states 
the alternatives that faced the writers: 

Without the veto, there would have been 
no United Nations Organization including all 
the great powers and authorized to maintain 
peace and security. Or, there might have 
been another organization without the So- 
viet Union; but that would not have solved 


the problem of applying its decisions to the 
Soviet Government. 


Hence, in 1945, the world might have cre- 
ated something weaker than the U.N., or 
something more restricted in membership and 
influence than the U.N., or nothing at all. In- 
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stead, the United Nations was created as the , 


most practical arrangement for considering 


international problems and threats to peace, 


then and now. 


Skaggs vs. Hayden

The grand jury found his 
office procedures slipshod and inefficient. It 
found his employment policies so lax that he 
hired ward heelers with police records to 
handle public funds. It found that he him- 
self exceeded his authority by granting spe- 
cial tax relief to individuals or firms who 
took their cases directly to him. 

Mr. Hayden is an influential member of the 
closed corporation of Democratic city ward 
bosses who control virtually every public of- 
fice in St. Louis with the exception of the 
Mayor’s. Their strategy of refusing to debate 
any campaign issues is a display of utter con- 
tempt for the voters. But St. Louisans will be 
asking for more of the same if they elect 
Mr. Hayden. The election of Ancel Skaggs 
would give due notice to the Democratic 
bosses that the people expect them to account 
for their stewardship every so often. 


A Promotion Richly Deserved 
Recognition that was richly deserved has 
been received by Rear Adm. Hyman Rickover 
in his promotion by President Eisenhower 
to Vice Admiral. In 1953, as a captain, he 
was passed over and his career nearly ended. 
The promotion of this frail but energetic 
man who is most directly responsible for 
development of the atomic-powered subma- 
rine is subject to Senate approval. There can 
be no doubt that it will be heartily approved. 
When Adm. Rickover was snubbed at the cer- 
emony in connection with the Nautilus trip 
under the North Pole, he showed no concern. 
When he was honored later on the return of 
the Nautilus, he took it in stride. Now that 
he is one of the fifty top ranking officers 
of the Navy, he can be expected to continue 
full speed ahead on an even keel. The nation 
could use more men like Adm. Rickover. 


‘Yes’ on All Three 


Three proposed amendments to the Mis- 
souri Constitution will be on the Nov. 4 elec- 
tion ballots. All three, in our opinion, merit 
approval by the voters. 

Amendment No. 1: This proposal would re- 
move the present requirement that the State 
Auditor pre-audit state transactions, such as 
claims for payment. Since the Auditor must 
also post-audit state accounts, he is required 
to do double duty and, in effect, to audit his 
own work. The Little Hoover Commission 
found that this system did not guard against 
unwarranted expenditures but did reduce the 
Auditor’s independence. The proposed amend- 
ment is intended to provide for a more inde- 
pendent check on state funds by limiting the 
Auditor to post-auditing. 

Amendment No. 2: It would allow citizens 
who have lived in Missouri more than 60 days 
but less than one year to vote for President 
and Vice President, provided they were quali- 
fied-voters before coming to Missouri. While 
new residents might not be informed about 
state and local issues, they should not be de- 
nied the right to vote for their highest na- 
tional officers. Some 6,000,000 Americans 
were disfranchised by residence requirements 
in the 1956 election. By this amendment Mis- 
souri would. recognize a prime right of citizen- 
ship for its newcomers. 

Amendment No. 3: The limited branch 
banking amendment would permit banks to 
establish branch offices within the recognized 
urban areas of St. Louis and Kansas City, or 
within the limits of single counties elsewhere. 
While this might reduce the number of bank 
ownerships to a degree, it would not allow cre- 
ation of statewide banking combines which 
could gobble up small banks. The principal 
purpose is to allow banks to grow with their 
communities and to follow their customers. 
This should heighten competition and expand 
credit and banking services. 

In brief, the first proposal would. im- 
prove independent state auditing, the séc- 
ond would improve voting rights and the 
third would improve banking facilities. All 


three constitutional amendments ought to 


benefit Missourians. 


Not for Private Experiments 

Helicopter service from the airport to the 
downtown area, with a stop in the West End, 
could be a time-saver for air travellers, and 
they might patronize it at a profit-producing 
fare. Such services are operating with ap- 
parent success, thanks to mail subsidies, in 
at least three cities. 

Now the Central West End Association 
wants to use a parking lot in Forest Park as 
a helicopter passenger station to test public 
acceptance of such service here. If the experi- 
ment is successful, the association will try to 


induce private capital to operate the service 


from a landing area outside the park. 

This is what the late President Roosevelt 
used to call an “iffy” proposition. Apparent- 
ly neither a private operator nor the rather 
essential mail-carrying contract are in sight. 

Surely Forest Park should not be turned 
into a testing ground for private business 
ventures. If a heli-port were sanctioned even 
temporarily, who knows what the next re- 


quest would be? The Central West End As- 


sociation should be the last to set a precedent 
for abuse of one of the nation’s finest parks.

Charter Amendment: Fire Department Revision 


Proposition 7 Would Write Working Conditions Into Charter, Eventually Raise Costs 


From a Bulletin of the 
Gevernmental Research Institute 


On Nov. 4, St. Louis voters will 
be confronted by important ques- 
tions concerning future organization 
and operation of fire protection serv- 
ices of the city government. These 
are contained in a Charter amend- 
ment which will be designated on the 
ballot as Proposition 7. 

Major provisions of the proposed 
amendment include: (1) creation of 
a separate Fire Department, in con- 
trast with present status as a Divi- 

sion of the De- 
partment of Pub- 


; lic Safety; (2)

Before making their decision, St. 
Louis voters should consider what 
effect this amendment may have on 
the responsibility of City officials to 
provide adequately for fire protec- 
tion needs and other essential gov- 
ernmental services. They should also 
consider whether this amendment 
contains detailed provisions which 
do not properly belong in the City’s 
basic charter.

An Area of Conflict 


Under the provisions of the pro- 
posed amendment, the new Fire De- 
partment would have the functions 
how assigned to the Fire and Fire 
Prevention Division of the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety, including fire 
ea safety, and preven- 

on. 

On the basis of importance and 
size, a strong case can be made for 
taking the fire protection function 
out of the Department of Public 
Safety and giving it the status of a 
separate department. There is, how- 
ever, also a strong reason against 
such separation. 

Experien¢e has demonstrated the 
possibilities of conflicts and dupli- 
cations between fire safety inspec- 
tions made by the Fire Marshal’s 
Office and general building inspec- 
tions made by the Building Com- 
missioner’s Office, At present, the 
staffs of these two offices are co- 
ordinated by the Director of Public 
Safety. The proposed amendment 
would place these activities in sepa- 
rate departments, thereby making 
needed co-ordination more difficult 
to achieve. 


A Shorter Work Week 


In charge of the new Fire Depart- 
ment would be a Fire Chief ap- 
pointed by the Mayor from the three 
highest on a list of. eligibles certi- 
fied by the Director of Personnel. 
The Fire Chief would be required to 
have served at least 20 years on the 
St. Louis force. He would have “in- 
definite tenure of office during meri- 
torious service,” and would not be 
limited to the term of the Mayor by 
whom appointed.

Under a 56-Hour Week 


If the average work week were 
reduced, present strength of the fire- 
fighting force on duty 24 hours a 
day could be maintained only by in- 
creasing the number of firemen. Ex- 
tent of the increase may be dem- 
onstrated as follows: under the pres- 
ent 67.2 hour week, two and one-half 
men can cover the entire week of 
168 hours; whereas under a 63-hour 
work week, as proposed for_1959-60, 
two and two-thirds men, or a 6.67 
per cent increase, would be needed.

When the additional employes 
reach salary maximums, the esti- 
mated yearly cost of reducing the 
work week from 67.2 to 56 hours 
would total $1,306,900, including pen- 
sion costs of $124,200. 

Unless there is an unanticipated 
increase in the City’s revenues, the 
proposed reduction in the work week 
must accompanied by higher 
taxes or a reduction in services. 

Other provisions of the proposed 
amendment relate to administrative 
matters which do not properly be- 
long in the City Charter.

The life of an official is a 
thankless one, though not un- 
rewarding.

Nor is this sentiment con- 
fined to the South. A machin- 
ist in Los Angeles, an elec- 
tronics engineer in St. Louis 
and a stone cutter in Detroit, 
all Eisenhower voters, opposed 
Nixon because “he’s gone over- 
board for the Negroes.” The 
Los Angeles machinist had vot- 
ed for Nixon for Senator in 
1950 because Nixon’s opponent, 
Helen Douglas, “was too 
friendly with Negroes.” 


Writing Off South. 

For the Republicans to nomi- 
nate Nixon in 1960, in short, 
would amount to writing off 
the South and its sympathizers 
in an open bid for the North- 
ern Negro vote. Many Repub- 
lican politicians may reason 
that the South is lost to the 
G.O.P. anyway. Still, American 
history shows that our major 
parties generally shy from ex- 
treme political gambles and 
usually prefer to blur rather 
than sharpen issues. 

The sound noticeable change 
in the Nixon image is that peo- 
ple are beginning to think of 
him as free of the shadow of 
Mr. Eisenhower's personality. 

In 1956, Nixon served large- 
ly as the means through which 
the public atgued about Mr. 
Eisenhower's health. Attacks 
on Nixon were employed to 
justify a vote against the Presi- 
dent, while voters who had de- 
cided on a second term for Mr. 
Eisenhower tended to defend

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' New Building Construction 
In ’59 Will Top 50 Billion 


Dollars, Magazine Forecasts 


NEW YORK, N.Y. — New 
building construction in 1959 
will top 50 billion dollars for 
the first time in history, re- 
ports Architectural Forum. The 
building magazine's annual 
forecast sees a 5 per cent rise 
in industry's volume from this 
year’s $49,200,00u,000 level to 
a probable $51,600,000,000 next 
year. Author of Forum’s fore- 
cast is a well-known construc- 
tion economist, Miles L. Colean. 

This will be the first time 
in four years, says Forum, that 
construction has started to ex- 
pand rapidly. Moreover, even 
allowing for price rises, phys- 
ical volume will rise by about 
3 per cent—a whopping expan- 
sion in an industry that ac- 
counts for more than 10 per 
cent of total U.S. production.

Tight Money 
Slowing G.I. 
Loan Market 


By EDWARD COWAN 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
fixed interest rate of the G.I, 
home loan seems about to rule 
it out of the market again, even 
though that rate was raised 
last spring from 4% per cent 
to 4% per cent. Open market 
interest rates have been rising 
since mid-summer, drawing the 
money supply to other types of 
loans, which yield greater re- 
turns. 

Agitation is being renewed 
in Congress and from building 
and lending industry repre- 
sentatives to free the G.I. in- 
terest rate from legal restraint 


| so it may rise or fall with the 
== market. 


It is believed such ac- 
tion would keep money availa- 
ble for G.I, loans. But there 
are different ideas about how 
to achieve this. 


Market Tightens. 

In the last six months, the 
problem did not arise because 
conventional mortgage interest 
rates were not much above the 
statutory G.I. maximum. (The 
effective yield on G.I. loans 
was often somewhat higher 
than 4%4 per cent because of 
discounts.) 

Starting in July, 
the money market began to 
tighten. The interest rate on 
Treasury 9l-day bills, which 
nose-dived last winter, sudden- 
ly turned around and began 
climbing furiously. 

Mortgage money, which re- 
sponds more slowly to changes 
in credit conditions, was not 
immediately affected. Industry 
and government officials have 
said that a thick cushion of 
recession-induced savings 
should protect the mortgage 
market for a while. 


But there have been some in- 
dications — mostly bigger dis- 
counts’ on mortgages traded in 
secondary markets—and a good 
deal of apprehension that the 
rebirth of the G.I. home loan 
is going to prove short-lived. 


Partisan Debate. 


How to prevent its demise is 
a question that stirs partisan 
debate in this capital. Repub- 
licans generally say if the G.I. 
interest rate is not competitive, 
it should be raised so that it 
more nearly. corresponds with 
the free market. Democrats 
say that rather than raise the 
maximum rate, the Government 
should take action to ease 
credit generally, and perhaps 
help government housing pro- 
grams in particular, 

The latest such recommen- 
dation came from Representa- 
tive Albert Rains (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, who heads the housing 
subcommittee in the House.

dry up funds” for government- 
backed mortgages, Rains urged 
the Administration to release 
$400,000,000 of frozen mortgage 
support money voted by Con- 
gress last spring. 7 

Rains added that when Con- 
gress reconvenes in January he 
would recommend a new ap- 
propriation of one billion dol- 
lars to support low-cost, gov- 
ernment-backed housing.

Housing Starts 
Under FHA Show 
4 Per Cent Gain 


Housing construction started 
in September under FHA in- 
spection reached the highest 


point attained so far in this 
year’s continued upward trend, 
Federal Housing Commissioner 
Norman P. Mason reports. He 
said the 31,750 units started by 
FHA were 4 per cent above 
the previous month’s figure. 


“The housing industry con- 
tinues its participation in the 
economic upswing and FHA of- 
fices are still feeling the surge 
of applications for new and 
existing housing,” the commis- 
sioner commented. 

He said that the 29,750 units 
started in one- to four-family 
dwellings exceeded the com- 
parable August volume by 
nearly 7 per cent. With adjust- 
ment for normal seasonal vari- 
ation, he said, this represented 
the highest rate of FHA in- 
spected home starts in more 
than eight years. 

For the fourth consecutive 
month, home applications re- 
ceived by the FHA in Septem- 
ber were at a seasonally ad- 
justed rate of more than a mil- 
lion units a year. Included in 
the 92,900-unit total were 36,- 
800 in new homes, 9 per cent 
above the August volume; 56,- 
100 in existing homes, 4 per 
cent below August. 


Local Residential 
Building Contracts 
Up 43 Per Cent 


Contracts for future con- 
struction in August in the resi- 
dential building category in 
the metropolitan St. Louis area 
amounted to $13,713,000, an in- 
crease of 43 per cent compared 
to August, 1957, Carl G. Mom- 
berg, district manager of F. W. 
Dodge Corporation, reported 
yesterday. September figures 
are not yet available. 

The metropolitan area con- 


sists of St. Louis and St. 
Charles counties in Missouri 
and Madison and St. Clair 


counties in Illinois. 


Dollar volume of contracts 
in the non-residential building 
category in August amounted 
to $10,135,000, up 24 per cent 
compared to August, 1957. 

Total building contracts in 
August, residential plus non- 
residential, amounted to $23,- 
868,000, up 34 per cent com- 
pared to the like 1957 month. 
(Heavy engineering construc- 
tion contracts are not included 
in the total building figure.) 


The cumulative total of 
building contracts for the first 
eight months of 1958 amounted 
to $199,943,000, up 43 per cent 
from the corresponding 1957 
period. A breakdown by the 
major building categories 
showed: non-residential at 
$116,567,000, up 46 per cent; 
residential at $83,376,000, up 
38 per cent.

Over-all commercial build- 
ing will drop 2.9 per cent to 
$3,400,000,000. 

Spending for churches will 
remain level at $850,000,000 in 
1959, with an increase expected 
during 1960. 

Military building dropped 
sharply during ‘58, but will 
turn up slightly to $1,300,000,- 
000 in *59. 

Money for building, says 
Forum, should be more plenti- 
ful in 1959, particularly during 
the first six months. However, 
building costs should rise some- 
what more in ‘59 than they did 
this year, with a 3 to 3.5 per 
cent increase in the price of 
materials and labor offset in 
part by a rise in productivity. 

Thus Forum’s analysis indi- 
cates that building activity in 
1959 will pick up on a broad 
and balanced front. 

“It is safe to predict the

Avoid Liens 
By Precaution, 
Bureau: Advises 


If you don’t want to have @ 
lien filed against your home, 
you are advised by the Better 
Business Bureau of Greater St. 
Louis to: 

Deal with a reputable con- 
tractor. 

Demand a statement of proof 
that materials and labor have 
been paid. 

Call the B.B.B. to obtain a 
report on a contractor's repu- 
tation. 

The Bureau issued this warne- 
ing after receiving many recent 
complaints from homeowners 
regarding the filing of liens. 

Missouri's lien law provides 
protection for material houses 
and labor by permitting such 
groups to file liens against a 
homeowner when their bills 
are not paid. The homeowner 
may have paid the contractor 
in full, but if the contractor 
has failed to pay for materials 
and labor in the homeowner's 
behalf the homeowner is still 
responsible. 

The best method of obtain- 
ing proof that materials and 
labor have been paid for is to 


have the contractor provide 
what is called a “notarized 
wavier of lien,” the Bureau 
said. In this, the contractor 


swears that he has paid for 
materials and labor. He should 
also supply lien waivers or ree 
ceipted bills from all materials 
supply firms. 

The Bureau said some opera- 
tors are taking advantage of 
the lien law by accepting 
money from homeowners for a 
job and then not paying for 
materials and labor and, in 
some instances, not completing 
the job itself. 

“These are usually small 
companies operating on a fly- 
by-night basis,” W. C. Rosen- 
baum, head of the Bureau’s In- 
vestors Division, said. “They 
collect their money in advance, 
use various pretenses and ex- 
cuses to delay the project and 
then fail to pay the material 
houses for the building prod- 
ucts or the labor force for do- 
ing the work.” 

The result is that the supply 
house or labor notifies the 
homeowner that it has not been 
paid and if the bill is not paid 
promptly, it will file a lien. 

“The homeowner, who has 
already given his money to the 
contractor, doesn’t realize that, 
under the law, he is still liable 
for the debt,” Rosenbaum said. 

He also reminded homeown- 
ers that a lien can be a black 
mark against a title and a 
householder will not be able to 
sell the house or borrow money 
on it until the lien has been 
paid.

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MONTGOMERY 
ASSAILS U.S. FOR 


STAND ON SUEZ 


LONDON, Oct. 24 (AP)— 
Field Marshal Lord Montgom- 
ery accused the United States 
today of sabotaging the British- 
French Suez operation in 1956. 
He said the United States must 
bear “most of the blame” for 
the present state of the world. 


Britain's best-known military 
leader of World War II called 
on the Allies to meet the chal- 
lenges of international com- 
munism on a global instead of 
a regional] basis. 

Montgomery, who recently 
retired at deputy commander- 
in-chief of Atlantic pact forces 
in Europe, was lecturing at the 
Roya] United Services Institu- 
tion here. 

He lashed out at the policies 
of Britain's first postwar Labor 
government, as well as at Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's administra- 
tion, in an analysis of why he 
thinks the Allies are not win- 
ning the peace. 

Blame on United States. 

“If the United States had not 
sabotaged the Suez operation 
and had joined the Baghdad 
pact earlier, the situation in 
the Middle East would have 
been very different,” he said. 

The United States strongly 
Opposed the French and Brit- 
ish invasion of the Suez canal 
zone as likely to plunge the 
world into war and helped lead 
a United Nations move that 
brought a withdrawal ‘of the 
two powers from Egypt. 

On the policies of former 
Labor Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee’s government, Montgom- 
ery said its first preoccupa- 
tion was with economic affairs. 

“A distracted world wanted 
British leadership then,” he 
said. “They would have taken 
it. They didn’t get it. 

“The world looked on with 
amazement at what was going 
on in Socialist Britain. They 
thought we were all mad. They 
were not alone.” 

Montgomery argued that the 
United States and Britain to- 
gether lost the chance to win 
the peace by failing to take 
necessary steps when it be- 
came clear that the allies were 
going to win the war against 
Hitler Germany. 

Other Points. 

Montgomery. who served as 
deputy when Gen. Eisen- 
hower led the Allied invasion 
armies into Europe, made these 
assertions: 

1. The Atlantic alliance is 
badly placed in the global con- 
test against the Communists 
because the Allies have con- 
fined the struggle & their-own 
countries. 

2. West European countries 
have displayed a “complete 
inability” to co-operate for the 
common good. As the threat of 
Soviet armed aggression less- 
ened “so western unity began 
to weaken.” 

3. Nuclear war now is un- 
likely, but Soviet pressure on 
the West is going to mount and 
the battle of the next 10 years 
will be “political, economic, 
financial, not shooting, not in 
Europe.” 

4. The Allies are not geared 
to win this sort of battle, but 
“win it we must,” and the first 
need is for common political 
and economic policies. 

“The United States and its 
European allies have com- 
pletely failed to work out a 
common policy on a global 
basis,” he said. 

U.S. Alone Not Enough. 

“Some people think that so 
Jong as we have the United 
States on our side everything is 
all:right. That is a great error. 

“The United States is essen- 
tial. but if the Middle East and 
Africa disappear behind the 
Iron Curtain the world is split 
in two and that is the end for 
everybody, including the 
United States. 

“We have lost the initiative 
outside the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization area... 
in Asia and Africa.”

Secondly, the critics and 
public generally agreed that 
Godfrey’s new weekly night- 
time television show (CBS-

cussing the show the other day, 
Godfrey ruminated on past and 
present. 

“For all of my 29 years of 
business,” he said, “I've always 
been the producer, 
announcer, salesman, talent. 
For eight, nine years in tele- 
vision I did all of that. I had 
producers and directors, but 
they were so only in name, and 
the reason for that was that 
we all started ee 

“They were radio 
same as me. “They didn't kn et 
any more about it than I wir 
When television first came 
along I said, ‘I’m not a tele- 
vision performer, I'm not an 
actor,’ I kept thinking of it in 
terms of movies, you know, I 
couldn’t be a movie actor. I'm 
a radio man. 

“I said, ‘Now if you guys are 
silly enough to want to photo- 
graph my radio show, put your 
cameras in there, I don’t care. 
Just keep them out of my way.’ 
Well, for years and years that 
was sufficient television enter- 
tainment —to watch a radio 
show in progress, which is 
what the Talent Scout show 
was. 

“I don’t know why, but all 

of a sudden in one year—one 
year ago this month—the audi- 
ences all of a sudden grew up, 
got very sophisticated. All of a 
sudden they want to be enter- 
tained on TV, they don’t care 
about radio shows on TV any 
more. 
“Now, if I had known that, 
been smart, when I gave up 
a show in order to relieve my- 
self of work, I'd have given up 
the Talent Scout show instead 
of the Wednesday night show. 
But I didn’t know and I was 
tired and discouraged with it, 
and I wanted to get out any- 
how. So I thought I'll let go 
the one that’s the most work— 
the Wednesday night show. I 
gave it up with a sigh of re- 
lief.” 

Godfrey said that between 
October 1957, and the first of 
this year the audience ratings 
of the Talent Scouts show 
dropped 50 per cent. 


“It began to look,” he said, 
“as if all those critics of mine, 
the newspapers and in the 
business—those who have been 
nastily critical — were now 
gloating that whatever they 
said was coming true. It took 
five years, but it was coming 
true now. 


“In a way it was very good. 
I decided that what I was go- 
ing to do now was to get some 
brains that were capable of 
Fae shows. I don’t look 
at TV. I don’t even know 
what's going on. Say I to my- 
self, ‘I'm going to buy some of 
those brains that are real good. 
I don’t necessarily want TV ex- 
perts because they’ll be as bad 
off as the people I’ve got who 
grew up with it. I want some 
show people.’ 

“Obviously what’s wrong with 
TV —if there is anything —is 
that it lacks entertainment.

People aren’t being enter- 
tained. So let’s entertain 
them.” 

Godfrey feels that he has 
gathered an excellent, experi- 
enced staff headed by Billie 
Hammerstein for his Tuesday 
night show. He’s putting him- 
self in their hands “100 per 
cent,” he says. “Everything 
they tell me to do, I do. I 
never argue with them.” 

“And this is a complete 
switch?” he was asked. 

“I’m enjoying it,” Godfrey 
replied, grinning. “I get a 
kick out of it.” 

Godfrey, with his radio and 
television shows, is one of the 
hardest working men ia the in- 
dustry. Why, he was asked, 
does he continue to work so 
hard? He obviously could af- 
ford to retire at 55 and spend 
his time at his greatest enjoy- 
ments—riding and showing his 
horses, flying airplanes, hunt- 
ing. So why not quit? 

“The reason I don’t is be- 
cause I would die,” Godfrey re- 
plied. “I like my work. I 
like it very much. The only 
part I don’t like is what hap- 
pens extra-curricularly. For in- 
stance, I can no longer just go 
into a store and buy a pair of 
socks.” 

If he could walk into a cafe- 
teria again and have coffee 
and doughnuts without anybody 
paying any attention, he’d love 
it. 


“Those are mundane things 
to the average person, but, boy, 
it would be a treat tome. And 
it’s been too many years since 
I could do it. I’ve built my 
whole career on nothing but 
my knowledge of life.

In the 12 years since he was 
hired by a newly appointed 
board to set up the St. Louis 
County Library, Smith has 
changed many a life for Doakses 
and Doubledomes alike. Start- 
ing without an office, without 
equipment and without enough 
books to keep two bookénds 
decently apart, he has made his 
organization into a nationally 
known success story. 

Last Sunday the Tesson Fer- 
ry branch of the St. Louis 
County Library was dedicated, 
one of two new branches 
opened this year, both of them 
the last word in modern de- 
sign and bright ideas. Next 
year a new headquarters build- 
ing will go up at Lindbergh and 
Clayton roads, and the present 
headquarters, at 6814 Natural 
Bridge road, will become a 
branch. A- Halls Ferry library 
will complete present expan- 
sion plans. 

To serve the _ in-between 
areas of its 455-square-mile ter- 
ritory, St. Louis County Libra- 
ry has 18 bookmobiles in op- 
eration, believed to be the rec- 
ord for any library in the 
world. And last year the libra- 
ry acquired 25,000 new cus- 
tomers—‘“not bad for any busi- 
ness,” says Smith modestly. 

Comfort and informality have 
been emphasized from the li- 
brary’s beginning. Buildings 
are air-conditioned and soft 
background music .plays. There 
are no “Silence Please” signs. 
Customers may talk, smoke and 
bring along their dogs. Smith 
considers all this a part of elim- 
inating what he calls “the un- 
necessary, the stuffiness, the 
atmosphere of intellectual 
snobbery that prevails in many 
libraries.” 

Certainly there is nothing 
stuffy about the man behind 
the St. Louis oe Library. 
He was a jazz musician in col- 
lege and is now an ardent do- 
it-yourself construction man 
and specialist in Chinese bar- 
becue. He has “never cared 
much for tradition. His very 
entry into the library field was 
against tradition for a man. He 
was the only man in a class of 
39 women and was turned down 
at one of the first places he 
applied because they had no 
men’s room. 

Stewart Smith’s home was 
Tomahawk, Wis., where his 
father, a lumbernfan, owned a 
woodety pail factory. Both his 
parents were former teachers 
and he grew up in an atmos- 
phere of good His 


mother became a librarian and - 


when he came home from col- 
lege after his sophomore year, 
persuaded him to have a

field had unlimited 
ties for young men, 
rolled and found the aforemen- 
tioned 39 classmates, all girls. 

A college athlete, until he 
broke an ankle playing foot- 
ball, Smith also played in a 
jazz band and, with some of his 
fellow musicians, conceived the 
idea of a portable dance hail 
which they transported with 
them. Among other spare time 
jobs he worked as a life guard, 
shoveled coal and worked in 
a shoe factory. 

When he started his appren- 
tice librarian work, he was 
turned down at the first place 
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he applied, a Chicago suburb, 
and took a job at a Milwaukee 
library. It was a dull gloomy 
place. 

“I felt it was no life for me,” 
he recalls, 

He considered changing his 
profession but the depression 
set in, jobs were hard to get 
and the stability of library 
work looked more promising. 
He went back to Marquette 
University to get a bachelor’s 
degree, then headed the Mil- 
waukee Public Library's social 
science department. He next 
took a master’s degree in li- 
brary science at the University 
of Chicago, returned to Mil- 
waukee, and then went on to 
head libraries at Fitchburg, 
Mass., and Lincoln, Nebr., be- 
fore coming here. 

At Lincoln he established a 
reputation for creativeness and 
here he continued to make 
plans, as he terms it, “dn- 
hampered by the dead hand of 
tradition.” At first the going 
was not easy. 

In 1945 when the county 
library idea was first proposed, 
only 11 municipalities had 
their own library; other county 
residents were dependent on 
drug store lending libraries. 
Kathryn P. Mier, executive 
secretary of the Missouri State 
Library Commission, convinced 
Mahlon B, Wallace Jr., of the 
need for establishing a St. 
Louis County Library; they 
recruited others and in April 
1946 an election was held and 
the necessary tax passed. 

“When I arrived we had no 
building from which to oper- 
ate, no books, no staff and no 
funds because money was not 
available until taxes were paid 
later in the year,” Smith re- 
calls. “We set up quarters in 
a room on the upper floor of 
the old Normandy High School 
building. It had been con- 
demned as a fire hazard and 
I had to go down three flights 
of stairs every time I wanted 
to smoke a cigarette.” 

From there, they moved to 
a small officé on Woodson road 
in Overland where they began 
cataloguing and getting books 
into circulation. Within a 
month, it was announced that 
the new service would be chal- 
lenged at a special election in 
April. Failure to retain the 
tax would have ended all plans. 

Two bookmobiles were has- 
tily pressed into service to give 
county residents a taste of 
what it would mean to have 
their own library, The tax car- 
ried again by a slight margin 
and Smith was happy to note 
that “even communities which 
had their own libraries were 
sportsmanlike enough to vote 
so that others could enjoy the 
same opportunities.” 

Eleven months later, Smith 
had to move headquarters 
again. Furthermore, the lo- 
brary tax was again contested 
at the polls, in April 1948. This 
time, however, the public had

He and his wife live at 319 
Wilson avenue, Kirkwood, 
where he has built a Chinese 
barbecue oven—a special ar- 
rangement whereby meat is 
smoked in directly instead of 
cooked over’ direct heat. Smith 
favors marinating meat in pine- 
apple juice, honey and butter 
rather than barbecuing with 
hot sauces, and has a lively in- 
terest in gourmet cooking gen- 
erally. A daughter, Mrs. John 
K. Leslie, is a dietitian. His 
son, Stewart Jr., is a lawyer. 

His interest in the new and 
different has led to much mech- 
anization of library procedures. 
He admits he’s “accused of be- 
ing gadget happy” but has a 
sound record of many practical 
“firsts” which have cut down 
overhead. For instance, St. 
Louis County Library was said 
to be the first to use the ad- 
dressograph in cataloguing 
books, first to place its book- 
mobile staff in uniforms to 
make them easily identifiable, 
first to use humorous overdue 
notices, first to eliminate tra- 
ditional registration records for 
borrowers, first to reproduce 
cards photographically, first to 
use the branding machine for 
embossing numbers on books.

U.N. Birthday Celebration 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24. 

WE ARRIVED before 2 p.m. in Des Moines, Ia., and 
within an hour I was standing before the lowa bankers’ con- 
vention meeting in our hotel as a surprise guest, explaining 
why the United Nations needs the A.A.U.N. in this country 
and why the A.A.U.N. needs the support of all citizens. 

How successful I was I shall never know, because after 
the 15-minute talk I was transported as rapidly as possible 
to the Governor’s mansion, where we had been due 15 min- 
utes earlier. 

Poor Gov. and Mrs. Herschel C. Loveless had been re- 
ceiving people there for well over an hour. And the crowd 
kept coming until we left at 5 p.m. They said we had 
shaken hands with well over 1000 people, and the poor 
Governor must have greeted many more. 

One hour later we were dressed and on our way to a 
dinner of organizations interested in the U.N. There I 
spoke again briefly and then went to the statehouse where 
the Governor presided over an hour of formal ceremonies 
in honor of the U.N.’s thirteenth birthday. 


I thought the ceremonies were dignified and 
well conceived. A responsive reading was conduct- 
ed by a young minister in which the religions of 
the world gave their answer to the need of a peace- 
ful world. It was remarkable how similar the re- 
sponses were, whether you took your text from the 
Christian, Jewish, Mohammedan or Hindu religion. 


After the program we went back to the hotel, feeling 
that the U.N.’s birthday had been well celebrated, at least 
in Des Moines. 

Mrs. Dorothy Schramm, whose energy and organization 
work has resulted in the formation of many A.A.U.N. chap- 
ters in Iowa, told us of many other cities that also were 
holding celebrations. 

Early Wednesday morning we flew into Chicago on our 
way to Akron, O. 

One of the women who met us in Akron reminded me 
that she had seen me last many years back—I think it was 
in the winter of 1944 in Racife, Brazil, where she had greet- 
ed me at the U.S.O. club. That reminded me that I had 
talked with a boy at the airfield there who that day was on 
his way, after home leave, to rejoin other pilots flying the 
Burma road route from India into China. 


As we were talking, this boy told me of his 
flight home and how, looking down at the peaceful, 
neat and tidy homesteads and fields of Ohio, he 
had wanted to cry out to the people: “How for- 
tunate you are! How much you have in comparison 
to the areas of the world where I have been!” 


I often wish that the American boys who were in so 


many areas of the’world at that time could have taken time 


out to tell us of the hardships they had seen during the 
war. It certainly would have prepared us better for a sense 
of responsibility when, at the end of the war, we had to as- 
sume the heavy burdens of leadership.

On another, we 
found a persimmon tree where 
the raccoons and opossums 
hadn’t stolen all the fruit, and 
afterward filled a gunny sack 
with black walnuts from an 
especially fine tree in the creek 
bottom. 


When supper-time comes 
on these expeditions, we 
build a driftwood fire to cook 
our steak and boil the coffee. 
Sometimes as we eat, & 
barred owl sails upstream 
above our heads or a band 
of teal comes whistling past. 
When supper is over, Ginnie 
takes the binoculars to hunt 
for the pileated woodpecker 
that has been hammering in 
a nearby tree; and I wade 
_ downstream to try for one

of the smallmouth bass that 
live in the deep pool. Best 
luck is generally with a live- 
ly shiner for bait, with the 
cast made far downstream. 
These fellows are wary in 
the clear water and I am 
not always successful in my 
pursuit; a fact which im- 
proves the flavor of the oc- 
casional fish that reaches the 
skillet. 


There is a wonderful feeling 
of solitude about these hours 
spent along Saline creek. Al- 
though we are less than a half- 
mile from home it is as if we 
were in the wilderness and we 
always come back refreshed 
and ready to tackle a long 
evening's work. We realize too, 
how difficult it is becoming in 
our modern age to achieve this 
solitude, especially when one 
lives in town. Under these cir- 
cumstances the thing must be 
managed on weekends or vaca- 
tions and this points up a 
serious problem that lies ahead 
here in America, It is, more- 
over, a problem on which we 
must act without delay. 

What we are faced with is

how to set aside enough areas 
of wild land with scenic, wild- 
life and recreaticnal values to 
serve the needs of an ever- 
growing population with an 
ever-increasing amount of lei- 
sure time. With the rising 
pressure on the land for town 
sites, highways, military estab- 
lishments and agriculture, this 
problem is already acute, Yet 
we in Missouri are fortunate. 
So far we have barely scratched 
the surface of the recreational 
opportunity offered by the 
magnificent Ozark country, 
even though a start has been 
made at developing some of 
these. There are the state 
parks, some trout fishing areas 
and at least a few campgrounds 
in the national forests. Right 
now the Forest Service has a 

program for substantially in- 


creasing their recreational 
areas. 
The greatest opportunity 


that has ever been offered 
to Missourians, however, still 
waits upon the initiative of 
our citizens to turn it into 
accomplished fact. During 
the past week I have had the 
pleasure of talking with the 
heads of several agencies 
that helped open up this 
great recreational possibility. 
It was back in October 1956 
that an interesting report 
was sent te a number of 
Missourians by Jim Idol, di- 
rector of Missouri’s Division 
of Resources and Develop- 
ment. The report had a long 
but intriguing name: “Plan 
for Preservation and De- 
velopment of Recreation Re- 
sources—Current and Eleven 
Point River Country—Mis- 
souri. 


Although Jim Idol's office 
was the issuing agency for the 
report, others had co-operated 


in the research and expert | 


planning that went into it. 
These included, besides Re- 
sources and Development, our 
Conservation Commission, the 


_ Park Board and the National

The introduction 
of the report points out the 
basic fact upon which recrea- 
tional development of this 
Ozark region depends; that the 
primary agencies interested 
are agreed that Current and 
Eleven Point rivers should be 
maintained as free-flowing 
streams and should definitely 
re developed for public recrea- 
on. 


Last week when we talked 
with Jim Idol, he pointed out 
that the report had been pre- 
pared and presented to Mis- 
sourians as a _ starting point 
for discussion and then action 
if the discussion proved futile 
—but that this discussion and 
action both seemed to lie in 
the future. We agreed that 
time is growing short, that a 
real effort should be made to 
awaken the people of Missouri 
to the wonderful opportunities 


which this area offers, and 
that the people of the area 
especially should study the re- 
port. 

Within a day or two of this 
discussion I had the pleasure 
of lunching with our Congress- 
man Carnahan of Missouri's 


Eighth District. He lives and 
farms in the Current river wat- 
ershed and was raised there. 
He is fully aware of the beauty 
of the region and of its other 
recreational assets and ex- 
pressed his interest in the plan. 
At the same time, Senator 
Stuart Symington, speaking at 
the Forest Resources Confer- 
ence, suggested the develop- 
ment of the Current and 
Eleven Points as national rivers 
to forever preserve their
